Prime consideration for choice of sampling rate for professional audio 
recorders is flexibility in application in (future) studio/broadcasting/ 


audio-video professional applications. 
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Application to presently existing film and (analog)-VIR formats seems 
not to impose a particular audio-sampling rate requirement. (tentative 
conclusion). 
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Application to future digital video tape recorders seems to require 
(or at least favour) certain audio sampling rates, other than 44,1 kHz. 
(tentative conclusion). 


A one-time transcoding (be it in the digital domain or via analog) when 
going to a digital consumer product such as Compact Disc, broadcast 
Signal (satellite, cable) or (video) cassette with digital audio sound, 
seems acceptable. 


The minor quality loss of such a transcoding step (sub 4) is considered 
the lesser evil compared to possible compromises in flexibility in the 
professional field (sub 1). This conclusion does not eliminate the wish 
though, that "domestic" audio sampling rates should preferably be 
identical or at least simply related to the "professional" audio sampling 
rate. 
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It seems logical for domestic audio hardware companies to aim at 
identical (or simply related) domestic audio sampling rates for the 
applications sub 4.
